Caused by the Abuse of Domiciliary
Bearch Law by the Police.

Kingston, Jamaica, June 19, —Advices
received here from Antigua, British
Weast Indies, say there has been a re-
currence at Montserrat, Leeward Isl-
ands, of serious riotg in the northern
district, extending to the capital, Ply-

mouth, over the old excl=e duty col-
lection trouble, which occasioned the
rlits of Just year, The people have

boen openly rebelling against the police
abuee of the domiclliary ecareh law,
the polles were overcome, and the igl-
and was for g time In the hands of
the mgh. The chief government offi-
clals were confined In thelr homes un-
til the arrival of the British cruiser
Talbot changed the conditlons, After
